As ■ 
consequence many men put in what 
they call a day at road-working, 
when in reality two hours would 
' the actual time of labor which 
their services afforded. Just so an 
eer or laborer comes within a 
reasonable limit of the law, is gen- 
erally considered sufficient. Every- 
body with any idea of work or ill 



little benefit could be derived from 
labor of this kind. With a com- 
petent road superintendent, as out- 
lined in last week's Herald, twice 
the amount of work could be afforded 
from the same resources. 

We feel confident, from a close 
itudy of the question and cuuaider- 
ible inquiry on the subject, that a 
imall, equitable tax, levied for road- 
working purposes, would be both 
satisfactory and desirable.
